THANK YOU,SIR 


Ten years have passed — ten progressive, productive, 
and proud years. A decade has seen a relatively small 
high school, named in honour of a great statesman, de- 
velop until she has now doubled in population and, more 
important, has achieved a prominence and reputation that 
allows her students to boast proudly their school's name 
— Churchill! Yet for many years to come the students 
and parents alike of the Churchill High School district wili 
immediately associate another name with our school . . . 
that of the principal of Churchill High from 1955 to 
1965, Mr. J. M. Scurfield. No other man has contributed 
more to Churchill and, therefore, to his students, than he. 
He has been principal of Churchill High School since its 
founding. He piloted the school through the first difficult 
year of adjustment; in its early years of existence he 
guided the school towards maturity, endeavouring to 
instill school spirit and good attitudes in the students; 
finally, with tradition and these foundations laid, he 
directed the way for Churchill towards development and 
expansion until she has now become one of the major 
high schools in Winnipeg. It is therefore with the deepest 
sense of regret that we bid farewell to the founder and 
builder of our school, Mr. J. M. Scurfield. 


His retirement brings to an end a teaching career 
which began early in his life. At the age of seventeen, 
Mr. Scurfield taught at Wood Bay, Manitoba. He con- 
tinued in the field of education in Saskatchewan, at 
Morden, and at Treherne before coming to Winnipeg in 
1925, After teaching two years at Machray School he 
arrived at Kelvin Technical High School where he con- 
tinued to teach for twelve years. He was then appointed 
principal of Lord Nelson School where he remained for 
four years. 


Because of his teaching years at Kelvin, Mr. Scurfield 
was already known by many parents and pupils in this 
community before his appointment as principal of Lord 
Roberts Junior High School in 1943. His achievements at 
Lord Roberts in the years that followed earned him the 
respect and admiration of the community. In 1955 news 
that Mr. Scurfield would remain in the district because 
of his appointment as principal of the new Churchill 
High School, was received happily by the people of the 
community. 


Though Mr. Scurfield's life has been devoted to edu- 
cation he has achieved many other things. During his 
career he married. He also earned his Bachelor of Arts 
and Master of Education. Many of the modern ideas 
incorporated in Churchill High School came from his 
thesis for his Master's Degree in Education. He did and 


still does enjoy interests in music and history. He raised 
three daughters, saw them through University and 
watched them embark on their own married lives. 


The name ‘‘Scurfield'’ shall never disappear from the 
hallways of Churchill. He will long be remembered by 
the community for his years as_ principal of Lord 
Roberts and Churchill. He has been the main force in the 
establishment of the school's fine reputation and has 
always maintained a good relationship with the com- 
munity. He has built a school which the parents of 
students and other adults of the Riverview community are 
proud to recognize. 


He will long be remembered by the teachers; not only 
by those who serve under him presently, but by those 
who have done so in the past and those who have 
worked beside him when he was also a teacher. 


He will long be remembered by his students. All the 
young people who have passed through the corridors of 
Churchill High have been at one time or another in 
personal contact with this man. He has affected greatly 
or minutely the ‘lives of each and every student by his 
decisions as principal. If only for gratitude or respect, we 
shall remember him for many years to come. 


As long as Churchill High exists, the name ‘‘Scurfield’' 
will survive also. One of the four houses in the inter- 
mural program is named in honour of our principal. For 
many years into the future students will be competing in 
sports to bring glory to this name. 


Mr. Scurfield will perhaps be best remembered by the 
scholarship being named after him (the J. M. Scurfield 
Scholarship). As a result of canvassing by the Churchill 
High School Alumni, students and other groups, and 
donations by the, people in the Churchill High School 
district, annual awards will be given to students who 
gain high scholastic achievements in grades eleven and 
twelve. This is indeed a perfect way for the community 
to express its appreciation for the work Mr. Scurfield has 
done in the field of education. 


Mr. Scurfield is not leaving the school system entirely 
but rather he is entering a new field of education. We, 
the students of Churchill High School, wish him well in 
all his future endeavours and hope that he will recall 
his years as principal of Churchill High as fondly as we 
in our recollection of him. He has dedicated his life to 
the students whom he has taught, and for this he will 
always be remembered.

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WORDS THAT WILL NEVER DIE 


by Sir Winston Spencer Churchill 


Sir Winston Churchill always possessed the supreme gift of being able to choose the right 
word, not only for its sound, but with an instinctive knowledge of its decorative and emotional 
meaning. His many famous speeches to the British people in time of war will never be forgotten. 
In 1940, after the Battle of Britain, he paid great tribute to the Royal Air Force and the scattered 
Commonwealth Wings: 


“The gratitude of every home in our island, in our empire, and indeed throughout the 
world, except in the abodes of the guilty, goes to the British airmen, who, undaunted by odds, 
unwearied in their constant challenge and mortal danger, are turning the tide of the war by 
their prowess and their devotion. Never in the field of human conflict was so much owed by so 
many to so few." 


In time of defeat he stirred the British people to strength with his fine words: 


‘We shall not fail or falter; we shall not weaken or tire. Neither the sudden shock of battle, 
nor the long drawn trials of vigilance and the exertion will wear us down. Give us the tools and 
we will finish the job.’ 


On May 13, 1940, his first statement as Prime Minister was addressed to the House of 
Commons: 


“Victory at all costs, victory in spite of all terror, victory however long and hard the road 
may be; for without victory there is no survival.”’ 

Defeat came agin in 1940, however, but it prompted Churchill to put forth his most famous 
speech following the evacuation at Dunkirk. On June 4th, 1940, he said to the House of 
Commons: 


We shall not flag or fail. We shall go on to the end; we shall fight in France, we shall 
fight on the seas and oceans, we shall fight with growing confidence and growing strength in 
the air, we shall defend our island, whatever the cost may be; we shall fight on the beaches, 
we shall fight on the landing grounds, we shall fight in the fields and in the streets, we shall 
fight in the hills; we shall never surrender.”’ 


But Churchill's belief was that people were not purely emotional. He realized humour was 
essential to spirit. In his book, ‘‘My Early Life’, he told of his school days at Harrow: 


By being so long in the lowest form (at Harrow) | gained an immense advantage over the 
cleverer boys . . . | got into my bones the essential structure of the ordinary English sentence 
— which is a noble thing. Naturally | am biased in favour of boys learning English, and then 
| would let the cleverer ones learn Latin as an honour and Greek as a treat. But the only 
thing that | would whip them for would be for not knowing English. | would them hard for 
that!" ; 


Harrow never forgot this distinguished graduate. For his visit in 1941, they rearranged 
“Stet Fortuna Domus" a traditional school song in his honour with the addition of this verse: 


Nor less we praise in darker days 

The leader of our nation, 

And. Churchill's name shall win acclaim 
From each new generation. 

For you have the power in danger's hour 
Our freedom to defend, Sir, 

Though long the fight, we know the right 
Will triumph in the end, Sir. 


For Churchill's 90th birthday this verse was again rearranged and sent to him in a tele- 
gram by the president and Student Body of Churchill High School, Winnipeg, Canada: it read: 

Sir Winston Churchill, Westerham, Kent: 

Nor léss we praise in later days 

The leader of our ages 

And Churchill's name, secure in fame 

Is set in history's pages. 

For you in truth inspire our youth 

To treasure freedom's way, Sir. 

So it is meet that we should greet 

Our namesake on this day, Sir. 


Out of the many thousands of greetings sent to him on his birthday, this telegram received 
a personal reply: 


“Thank you so very much for your kind thought of me on my 90th birthday."’ 

And with his own wobbly hand he signed this note, one of the honoured few, Winston 
S. Churchill. Said Churchill to the students at Harrow on that visit in 1941: 

‘Never give in, Never, never, never, never,”’ smashing his cane against the floor, ‘‘Never 


yield in any way, great or small, large or petty, except to the convictions of honour and good 
sense. Never yield to force and the apparently overwhelming might of the enemy.’ 


And these words will never die.

When we consider that our school is now just double 
the size that it was that first year; that since that time 
two large additions have been added to the school

In scholar- 
ship our students have been prominent in winning top 
honours on many occassions both with regard to 
Isbister scholarships and later in university, with no 
fewer than four of our ex-students winning the prized 
Woodrow Wilson scholarships last year at the Univer- 
sity of Manitoba.

Practically all the new techniques now in common 
use in physical education departments throughout the 
province have been initiated at Churchill School. We 
do not state this boastfully but just to remind you who 
may have forgotten, or not been aware of our activi- 
ties, that Churchill High School has never stood still 
where we saw worthwhile opportunities to expand or 
explore.

STUDENT COUNCIL 
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Today we stand on the threshold of a new adventure. 
How frequently this same thought has been voiced at past 
graduation ceremonies in this church. Yet its meaning is 
as true today as it was ten years ago on the occasion 
of Churchill High's first graduation ceremony, for all of us 
graduates indeed stand at the door leading to a new 
life. For twelve long years we have awaited this day. 
Each year as our graduation drew nearer, we could see 
the door to our future opening just a little wider. Some- 
times we thought we could distinguish what lay beyond 
that door, only to discover that it had suddenly slammed 
in our face. But little by little, the aperture widened 
until today no visible barrier stands between. us and our 
future, 


What awaits us beyond the open doorway depends 
greatly upon what we have learned and experienced in 
the past twelve years. If we have allowed boredom and 
dejection with our studies to be our closest school 
companions instead of just distant acquaintances, we may 
find nothing beyond our doorway but an empty corridor 
leading we know not where. If however, our schoolmates 
were cheerfulness, good humour, ambition, and hard 
work, our door opens to a vast and exciting world. It is 
to be hoped that each of us faces the latter type of 
doorway. 


Standing on this threshold, we enjoy the unique position 
of being able to view two distant divisions of life: child- 
hood and adulthood. It is with mixed emotions of joy 
and regret that we regard both past and future. Excite- 
ment surrounds our thoughts of finally emerging into an 
adult world, either at university or in some aspect of 
business. We eagerly anticipate new friendships, fewer 
restrictions, and more independence. Nevertheless, this 
excitement somewhat diminishes as we reminisce about 
our high school years. Athletic letters, school newspapers, 
yearbooks, Field Day ribbons, and academic awards con- 
jure up fond memories of finally making the team, 
whatever it may have been, of the day our athletic or 
academic prowess was rewarded, or of all the friends, 
students and teachers alike, made in our sojourn at 
Churchill High. Therefore, it is with a certain sadness also 
that we bid good-bye to our life in Churchill High. 


This underlying sadness makes us acutely aware of the 
great debt of gratitude owed to those people who have 
guided us thus far in life—our teachers and our 
parents. 


To our teachers goes credit for our formal education 
through which we now enjoy a fuller and more meaning- 
full understanding of the world and our part in it. Having 
witnessed both our disappointments and our achieve- 
ments, having disciplined and guided us, our teachers 
have been, as it were, parents away from home. Thus, 
a great measure of our success today can be rightly 
attributed to their patience and firmness in educating us. 


Outstanding among the staff members of Churchill 
High is Mr. J. M. Scurfield who, since the birth of our 
school, has guided hundreds of young people through 
their high school lives. We are the last class to graduate 
under his principalship. We hope, Mr. Scurfield, that you 
consider those years spent in guiding us, worthwhile and 
that you have found no reason to regret having been 
our principal. We graduates have heard that you might 
enter a new field in education. We who have worked 


under your capable direction wish you well in your new 
venture. Your contributions to the history of Churchill 
High School will never be forgotten. 


The most prominent guiding influence in the life of 
each of us has been our parents. They have stood beside 
us every day during the process of our maturing. Our 
many problems,’ no matter how senseless or silly they may 
seem now, were met and overcome with our parents’ 
help. They disciplined or rewarded us as the occasion 
merited. Thus, to them we owe our practical education 
because of which we will be able to meet the challenge 
in a progressive, competitive and somewhat fearful adult 
world. It is fitting, therefore, that we now thank our 
parents for having given so much of themselves for us. 


As we step through the doorway to our future, the 
eyes of a troubled world are upon us. Beset with crises 
and conflicts, physical as well as mental, the world 
desperately needs mature intelligent people to guide it. 
Most world problems stem, | believe, from a basic human 
fear of those who are different from us. This fear is 
threefold. 


Fear of other nations, a characteristic as old as the 
world itself, has always been a significant cause for 
conflict, localized or world-wide. The distrust existing 
between the so-called Western World and the Communist 
bloc is an obvious example of such fear, In the past, this 
international trait had made countless thousands suffer 
and, today, is still taking its toll in such areas as Viet 
Nam. 


Fear of other religions, though not so obvious as fear 
of other nations, has nevertheless, caused much sorrow 
both in the world of today and that of yesterday. Bloody 
‘holy wars'’ were fought to exterminate whole religious 
groups — sometimes Protestants, other times Catholics or 
Jews. The last such ‘holy war'’ was World War Il. An 
even more recent example is the doubt that some people 
harboured about John F. Kennedy's being elected President 
of the United States because he was Roman Catholic. 
Fortunately, such doubts were not shown in the election 
results. 


With us more and more nowadays is awareness of the 
colour problem. Racial prejudice stems more from fear 
that other races might eventually dominate the white race 
than from actual hatred of people of another colour. 
This fear, like the other two is still causing suffering and 
grief as in Alabama between Negroes and whites and 
here in Winnipeg between Indians and whites. 


How can these fears be overcome? Only through edu- 
cation can we gain sufficient knowledge of other people 
in order to understand and respect their differences. Only 
through education can our centuries old fear be lessened. 
We cannot afford to ignore such a challenge to our 
character and so grave a need for true world friendship. 
As our parents and teachers watch us take our first 
faltering steps toward adulthood, let us not disappoint 
them by halfhearted endeavors. Rather let each and 
every one of us strive to meet our obligations and become 
responsible citizens of a better world,
